Auto Plants Go 
Into High Speed 


Assembly Lines Turn Out 
Weapons as Fast as They 
Once Did Cars. 


DETROIT.—The automobile in- 


dustry’s vision of armament produc- 


tion in ‘‘staggering’’ volume is 
taking form. 
Tanks, aircraft sub-assemblies, 


aviation engines and anti-aircraft 
guns are rolling in volume from 
newly constructed assembly lines 
and from factories that only a few 
weeks ago were turning out passen- 
ger automobiles and commercial 
motor vehicles. 


This achievement by the industry 
—the turning of its mass-production 
capacity to the job of winning the 
war—was shown to a group of news- 
paper and trade magazine writers 
from New York, Washington and 
Detroit by the officials of the War 
Production board’s regional office. 

The writers, many of whom saw 
the car industry wind up automo- 
bile production last February and 
start tearing out assembly lines, 


conveyors and a great assortment | 


of special-purpose machinery, today 
watched the urgently needed ma- 
chines of war coming off the lines 
in scheduled volume. 


New Processes Help. 

Where a few weeks ago they saw 
a few aircraft wings being finished, 
they saw today hundreds of such 
items being speeded out of a plant 
that has developed a spot-welding 
process to cut down the time former- 
ly required in hand riveting; they 
saw in another plant, built a quarter 
of a century ago, a couple of paral- 
lel assembly lines turning out two 
types of anti-aircraft weapons, one 
for the army and the other for the 
navy. 

In another factory, newly con- 
structed to roll out naval ordnance, 
the writers inspected some of the 
short cuts in production operations 
that reduce to hours of work what 
formerly required days. 

In the Chrysler corporation’s 
army tank arsenal 30-ton land bat- 
tleships were shown in assembly- 
line production much on the order 
of the car and truck output of other 
days. Already, months ahead of the 
tank assembly official schedule, 
Chrysler is enlarging the factory 
further to increase production ca- 
pacity. 

10,000 Busy on Tanks. 

From the tank arsenal the group 
of news writers went to the Ford 
bomber plant where almost 10,000 
men and women already are at 
work pushing toward completion 
within the next few weeks of the 
first of several large four-engined 
bombers. 

In every plant visited the theme 
of mass production was the rule. 
In places where just a short time 
ago only one or two machines were 
operating on one job; four, six and 
eight today were drilling, grinding, 
cutting or finishing the thousands of 
parts that go into the completed 
weapon in the standardized proc- 
esses. 

Typical of the effort being made 
in every plant of the automobile in- 
dustry to hasten the end of the war 
is the development of a machine 
used in the Ford Willow Run bomb- 
er plant. Into the machine is placed 
a center wing-section of the plane 
and 87 overations that once were 
done by hand, are put under way 
simultaneous! 

Throughout all the plants, too, 
posters placed by the workers 
themselves told strikingly of the la- 
bor sp rit.

Last year 33 defendants went on 
trial,in Brooklyn as a result of | 
what J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the FBI, called the greatest spy plot 
ever engineered against this coun- 
try. Most spectacular among them 
was Frederick Joubert Duquesne, 
63. 

Love was the reason given by Else 
Wuestenfeld, 42, plump divorcee, 
born in Germany, but a naturalized 
U. S. citizen. Mrs. Wuestenfeld 
was one of the paymasters in the 
ring of which Duquesne was~ chief. 
Her sentence was five years. 


In the United States, long years 
of peace lulled the country into a 
comparative indifference to spies. 
Occasional suspects were picked up, 
but none of the arrests culminated 
in anything definite until 1938 when 
four Nazi espionage agents were 
bagged in New York by the FBI. 


The four were Johanna Hofmann, 
26, a stewardess on the German 
Erich Glaser, 28, 
German-born former private in the 
U. S. air corps; Otto H. Voss, 39, 
airplane mechanic, formerly em- 
ployed at the Seversky aircraft fac- 
tory, Farmingdale, L. I., and 
Guenther Rumrich, 37, who had de- 
serted the U. S. army to join the 
Nazi spy plot. 

Women in the Case. 

It was a woman who directly con- 
nected Duquesne with the German 
Gestapo. She was Mrs, Else Wues- 
tenfeld, former secretary to a Man- 
hattan law firm, and a confessed 
Nazi agent. : 

Mrs. Wuestenfeld testified that she 
went to a New York hotel where 
she met Lilly Barbara Carol Stein, 
a model from Vienna, who gave her 
$300 and a microfilm to give Du- 
quense, a mission she performed. 

Lilly Barbara Carol Stein got into 
the ring largely through a love of 
mingling in high social eircles— 
which she did to the detriment of 
the United States. Lilly, who like 
Else Wuestenfeld, confessed her 
part, got a ten-year sentence. Mrs. 
Wuestenfeld got only five years. 


Stretching on Stretcher 
Gets Him on Fire Force 

NEW YORK.—Gino Franceschini, 
20, tried to become a fireman last 
August but measured only 5 feet 5% 
inches instead of the required 5 feet 
7 inches. 

He grew callouses on his feet, 
banged his head to raise a bump 
and practiced hanging by a neck 
harness, then tried again. 

Result: 5 feet 64% inches—failure. 

Today two friends carried Fran- 
cheschini on a stretcher before mu- 
nicipal civil service commissioners. 

“Measure me quick,’’ he shouted. 

“Five feet 7 1-6 inches,’ said the 
man with the ‘tape measure. 

“J’m in!’? shouted Franceschini. 
He said the extra height had been 
added with a home-made bed 
stretcher.
